The Elba Clipper report- 
ed in the Thursday, Feb. 
17, edition that Elba Mayor 
Tom Maddox had presented 
a proposal to the Elba City 
Council for three streets 
around the courthouse 
square to be changed to 
‘one-way’ traffic patterns. 

The proposal was brought 
up by the mayor during a 
Feb. 14th council work- 
shop and again in the 
council meeting following 
the workshop that night. 
Maddox asked council 
members to “look at and 
think on” changing Factory 
Avenue, Simmons Street, 
and Court Avenue around 
the square to one-way traf- 
fic patterns. He said the

Davis Street [the fourth side 
of the square] would remain 
a two-way traffic pattern. 

According to the may- 
or’s proposal, he suggest- 
ed Factory Avenue traffic 
flow around the square only 
towards Simmons Street; 
Simmons Street traffic flow 
around the square only 
towards Court Avenue; and 
Court Avenue traffic flow 
around the square only 
towards Davis Street. 

As he was presenting the 
proposal, the mayor said the 
idea was brought to him by 
someone, and he thought 
it might be a good idea. 
Therefore, he asked council 
members to consider it too 
for further discussion at an 
upcoming meeting. 

On Monday, Feb. 21, 


Whitworth said deputies 
responded around 2:30 
p.m. that Friday afternoon 
to a call from a concerned 
citizen regarding suspicious 
activity.

Dave Sutton announces 
his candidacy fora fifth term 
as Sheriff of Coffee County, 
Alabama in the Tuesday, 
May 24, Republican 
Primary Election. 

Sutton thanks the citizens 
of Coffee County for sup- 
porting him through his four 
terms as sheriff. He said the 
bonding with the citizens 
and city, state, and federal 
law enforcement agencies 
has enabled the sheriff’s 
office to deal with numer- 
ous challenges. 

“We have been chal- 
lenged with devastating 
natural disasters, a tornado 
and flood that no one could 
have imagined,” 
Sutton said. “We faced drug 
problems which in turn 
caused more crime, such as 
burglaries and thefts. With 
the help of my staff and 
concerned citizens we have 
attacked these problems 
head on.” 

Sutton said the Coffee 
County Sheriff’s Office 
has been modernized with 
the construction of a new, 
secure office facility and 
an up-to-date records man- 
agement system. He said 
a great deal of money has 
been obtained through 
grants providing deputies 
with up-to-date equipment. 

“Most recently, our office 
was able to obtain a high- 
tech laser device to identify 
illegal drugs, providing on 
scene analysis and elimi- 
nating possible exposure 
to dangerous chemicals,” 
Sutton added. 

The sheriff said his office 
has worked with the Coffee 
County Board of Education 
to promote positive rela- 
tionships with law enforce- 
ment and provide a School 
Resource Officer [SRO] to 
all county schools. 

“Our deputies receive 
the best training to ensure 
our citizens we have some 
of the best equipped and 
trained officers in the wire- 
grass area,” Sutton said. 
“During our time in office 
we have established, for the 
first time, 24-hour patrol 
coverage allowing greater 
response time for all citi- 
zens.”

The Pea River Bridge on Davis Street is a deplorable 
mess. Engineers have long explained the bridge was going

Ity traffic pattern to remain on all 


four sides of the square while 
two individuals indicated 
they would be in favor of the 
mayor’s proposals. A couple 
of others left comments not- 
ing they think other issues 
needed to be addressed first. 

Kelly Shehee, a local first 
responder, explained why he 
felt the traffic pattern needs 
to stay the same, saying, 
“from an emergency vehicle 
standpoint, I think it gives 
us more room to maneuver 
trucks through the streets 
with it staying 2-way traffic.” 

Chris Sutley made a plea 
to city leaders when she said 
she would like for it to stay 
the same, adding to her com- 
ment, “Please do not change 
our streets.” 

Jill Dunn replied, “What 
would the benefits be? I can’t 
think of any, so my opin- 
ion would be to keep it the 


same.” 

On the other side of the 
matter, Jack Mullinax com- 
mented, “I vote yes on the 
changes with — Yelverton 
changing to a one-way.” 

The only other citizen 
commenting in favor of the 
change was Laurie Chapman, 
and she simply said, “The 
more I think about it, the 
more | like it.”

School testing and career pathways at ZC

Many students are unaware 
of this, but students must 
take certain assessments to 
graduate. Teachers then use 
the results of these tests to 
identify learning gaps and 
create plans to bridge those 
gaps. 

To learn more about the 
testing process, high school 
instructional coach, Emily 
Herbert, was interviewed. 

She said elementary 
schoolers take Aimsweb 
three times a year to track 
Reading; Grades 2-8 take 
ACAP once a year in the 
spring; Grade 10 takes the 
Pre-ACT in the fall; Grade 
11 takes mock ACT in the 
fall and the ACT in the 
spring; and Grade 12 takes 
WorkKeys in the fall. The 
goal for students should be 
to show growth on these 
tests, ‘ 

Herbert was asked what 
growth goals ZC is hoping to 
meet, and how will all know 
when those goals are met. 

She replied, “Our sec- 
ondary goals for ACAP are 
focused on reviewing our 
current content and assess- 
ments in order to make 
adjustments as needed so 
it is aligned to the ACAP 
assessment. We do this by 
using the ACAP question 
stems for math, reading, and 
science so we can compare 
what we are using to the 
depth of knowledge neces- 
sary to successfully answer 
the ACAP questions.” 

In addition to these meth- 
ods, Herbert said teachers 
work as a team to provide 
standards-aligned assign- 
ments and a_ uniform 
approach to writing. This 
means that students are 
getting consistent writing 
instruction across the high 
school grades. This is very 
important because it sets the 
foundation for college and 
career writing in the future. 

In terms of measuring stu- 


dent growth on the ACAP, 
Herbert said teachers will 
compare student scores this 
spring with scores from last 
spring and, as a team, deter- 
mine what their next steps 
are in moving the middle 
schoolers to the levels of 
“meeting” and “exceeding” 
ACAP criteria, 
Additionally, 10th grade 
students are measuring their 
growth through use of the 
Pre-ACT, a test they took 
last fall, to set a baseline for 
goal-setting. But students 
don’t just “sit and get.” 
Teachers explain the 
scores to their students and 


lead ACT test prep in their 


classes. Later in the spring, 
the 10th graders will take 
a mock ACT and create 
a baseline from which to 
grow, When they return as 
juniors, they will take two 
more mock ACT tests, and 
teachers will use the data to 
set additional goals to move 
students toward benchmark- 
ing. 
Lastly, the 11th grad- 
ers have been given two 
additional mock ACTs, and 
Herbert conducted a com- 
parative analysis of the first 
mock to the second in order 
to see what areas need extra 
focus in ACT prep. They are 


- gearing up to take the ACT 


this spring! 

Though testing can help 
teachers and students set 
goals, Herbert emphasized, 
“we must be careful to not 
place too much importance 
on one test.” 

She said these tests mea- 
sure particular types of

intelligence and aptitude, 
but there is also the ASVAB 


‘as well as certifications and 


credentials students can 
complete by the time they 
graduate. She stressed while 
success for one student is 
growth towards benchmark- 
ing on an assessment; for 
others, it is measured in 
their ability to use their prep 
data to benchmark or exceed 
the benchmark for college 
admissions and_ scholar- 
ships. 

“Though there are numer- 
ical values that determine if 
a student is ‘successful’ on a 
test, there is a bigger picture 
to consider in ‘being suc- 
cessful!’” she stated. 

In addition to testing 
preparation, ZC is working 
hard to expand its pathways 
for students, and Herbert 
regularly collaborates with 
teachers to make sure stu- 
dents are prepared to show 
what they know on stan- 
dardized tests. 

She is currently work- 
ing with local colleges to 
bring programs on campus 
that will educate students 


about opportunities that do 


not require ACT bench- 
mark scores; rather, these 
programs are skilled, tech- 
nical trades such as weld- 
ing, administrative services, 
cosmetology, auto/diesel 
mechanics, aviation mechan- 
ics, and  mechatronics. 
Furthermore, ninth graders 
are scheduled to visit LBW’s 
campus and ESCC has been 
providing on-campus field 
trips for 10th graders so they 
can explore these options. —
